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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly 
claimed process for producing a fluorine atom-containing sulfonyl fluoride compound 
is neither disclosed nor fairly suggested by the closest prior art: Childs et al (US 
3,900,372 08-1975). Childs discloses (Column 5, lines 25-50) a process for the 
conversion of secondary alkanols to perfluoroketones that employs the instantly 
claimed sequence of steps of condensation, fluorination and decomposition to 
produce product. Childs, however, neither discloses nor fairly suggests the 
application of his process to sulfonyl fluoride-containing compounds. The instantly 
claimed process is therefore patentable over the teaching of Childs, the closest prior 
art.
